No reliable statistician would can- 
to stake his professional reputation 
on the accuracy of these figures, or 
of any others now available.

! them convincing show of authoi 
ity. It is easy to understand why 
hard-of-hearing people, becoming deaf- 
ened after school days are over in 
most cases, find it harder to become 
acclimated than do the deaf who 
through schools for the- deaf. As a 

corollary, we would expect to find 

(and we do so find in the federal 
survey) that the hard-of-hearing who 
do have jobs attain the upper w 
brackets more frequently than the 
deaf. It lends to prove that they 
are not "acclimated" in the sense that 
I hey have been forced to accept reduc- 
ed expectations in life. They have 
to the higher wage brackets 
before deafness overtook them and 
have been able lo maintain their 
position. Others, not quite so for- 
tunate in one way or another, are 
unable to gei employment at all. 
That is a reasonable assumption. 
" Acclimatization," as we may call it, 

oi important factor quite apart 
from the efficiency of rehabilitation 
for the hard of hearing or of v. 
tional training for the deal. 

Nevertheless, the "bring em back 
alive" statistics offer nothing what- 
ever to bolster a charge of incompe- 
tence and "defeatism" against edi 
tors of the deaf. <>n the ccinti 
the best data we can find tend to 
show I hat men and women from 
schools for the deaf are able to 
maintain their employment record in 

periods of busini ssion better 

than the hard of hearing. In coin 

parison with hearing people, their 

record is to be surprising.
